It was learned today that Governor 
Durbin will probably recommend in 
bis message to the legislature next 
winter that the state erect a power 
and heating plant to supply heat and 
light for the statehouse and the sol­ 
diers’ and sailors’ monument 
The 
state owns ground sufficiently large 
for a plant within a square of the 
capitol. 
It is figured that by furnish­ 
ing its ewn heat and light it could 
save something like $4,000 or $5,090 
annually, which would boo'd pay for 
the plant. 
The state now pays annu­ 
ally in the neighborhood of $13,000 
for heat light and fuel for the state­ 
house and the monument, and at times 
the present service is far from satis­ 
factory. 
This is especially true of 
the monument. The failure of natural 
gas makes it necessary that some 
clean fuel be used to furnish power 
for the fountains and elevators. 
This 
cannot be done with coal. so it is an 
additional argument in favor of the 
state owning a plant by which It can 
produce its own heat and light at a 
minimum cost.

Peat Manufacture. 
The first peat manufactory in this 
country is about completed at White 
Water, Wisconsin. There are thou­ 
sands of acres in central Wisconsin 
of peat hoggs. These are low lands 
that at one time were covered with 
water but Dow comparatively 
dry, 
but not tillable. This vegetable soil 
is some ten feet in depth underlaid 
with blue clay. This soil is taken to 
the mill, thoroughly dried and then 
pressed and it is now ready for use. 
It makes a heating substance three 
ton# of which is equal to U o tons of 
anthracite coal. 
It is clean to handle 
and makes but very little smoke.
